This man has been arrested on a war- 
rant charging him with murder in the first 
degree, the brutal and unwarranted killing 
of a negro last May.“ 

The policeman turned pale, shook from 
head to foot, and grasped the railing for sup- 
port.

‘Prosecution Maturing Plans. 
New York, Dec. 28.—{Special.}—The plans 
of the prosecution against Bishop Talbot will 
be formulated tomorrow at a conference in 
Philadelphia. Herbert Noble, the New York 
lawyer and prominent churchman, who has 
been retained by the wealthy and influential 
men behind the prosecution of the bishop, 
will go to that city on an early moraing 
train. 
The object of this journey is twofold. 
First, Lawyer Noble will confer with tho 
Rev. Dr. Bodine, the chalrman of the com- 
mittee of inquiry, and, second, he will confer 
with several of the leading prosecutors as 
to the methods of procedure against the 
accused bishop. 
Powerful influences are being brought to 
bear upon Mr. Noble and his presentment 
associates to suppress the new and startling 
evidence that detectives are now gathering 
throughout central Pennsylvania. Promi- 
nent. churchmen throughout the United 
State are urging that if the Talbot scandal 
must be dragged into the light the famous 
Upjohn letter of itself should mark the limit 
of disclosures. 
All dread that phase of the remarkable case 
of which the central figure is Mrs. Elliott, 
the accomplished and brilliant woman who 
is said to have wound the haughty bishop 
of central Penheytvania around her slender 
finger. 
Whether the e at Reading shall be 
secret or public is a matter not yet wholly 
determined. Under the canon of the church 
it must bea “‘ secret hearing, but this scan- 
dal has gained such widespread publicity 
that many leading churchmen are insisting 
that the details of the evidence be made pub- 
lic. 

Court May Be Illegal.

Under the canon which expires on Jan. 1 
a court of inquiry is composed of sixteen 
eee The new canon provides for a 
court, or. board, consisting of only ten mem- 
bers. These must be appointed by certain 
bishops, designated by the canon. As the 
new canon is not yet in force no court can 
be chosen under its provisions, and one 
chosen now to comply with it would, it is 
asserted, have no legal existence now or at 
any other time. 

Men versed in church law say that the only 
course now left is to let the present court 
meet on the date named. It can then decide 
that it no longer has ‘jurisdiction in such 
matters and refer the matter back to Bishop 
Tuttle, the presiding bishop, for further ac- 
tion. It is probable then that the bishop 
will appoint another court, which can pro- 
-ceed as if there had been no other court sit- 
ting in the case. 

All of the bishops named in the Upjohn 
letter, which forms the basis for the charges 
‘against Bishop Talbot, have been summoned 
to appear before the board ofingquiry. 

Bishop Tuttle, the presiding member of the 
house of bishops, has not vet selected a 
clerical member of the board of inquiry in 
place of the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix.

over to the Criminal court and taken back 
te a cell in the Harrison streét police sta- 
tion. | 

Von Welner’s bond was only 5400, but none 
of his friends wanted to go his surety. They 
didn’t know just exactly what a baron would 
do under certain conditions. 

‘Afterwards the baron's friends saw Carl 
C. Roessler of the Kaiserhof hotel, who 
caused the arrest. The latter offered to 
settle for $15 less than the amount of the 
check. An insurance man for whom the 
baron had worked contributed $10, and 
guests at the Sherman house sald they would 
give the remainder. 


Attributes Troubles to “Sentiment.” 
The baron attributes all of his trouble to 
Christmas—Christmas and a sentimental 
German nature that demanded a Christ- 
mas tres, good cheer, and the wherewithal 
to purchase gifts for a few friends. 

It was this sentimental nature that led 
the baron on the day before Christmas to 
cash a worthless check—for he had no ac- 
count at the Syracuse, N. V., bank on which 
it was drawn at the Kaiserhof. His friends 
say he did it without a thought of wrong 
doing, and that he expected remittances. 
With the proceeds of the check the baron 
invested in what he called good cheer.”’ 
He had a fine course dinner. He gave pres- 
ents to all the bellboys at the Sherman 
house. He bought an expensive gift, dt is 
said, for a young woman stenographer to 
whom he had paid some attention, and then 
he invested the remainder in a small a 
mas tree. 


a Baron Talks of His Career. 

The baron is nearly 35 years old, has served 
in the German army, shot tigers in India, 
hunted big game in the Transvaal, and been 
wounded as an incident of a revolution in 
Brazil. 

Some of these things the baron’s friends 
told. Others were related by Von Weiner 
himself, as he stood with his hands on the 
bars of his cell at Harrison street. 

The baron did not tell his story willingly. 
It was gathered from him a little at a time, 
and he manifestly was reluctant to tell any-. 
thing about his family. 

“You think this is a small thing, for a 
Von Weiner,” He said to a visitor. Sup- 
pose I am released tomorrow-—-what then? 
Can that ever wipe out the disgrace? Do 
you know what my old father would do if 
I went to him and confessed what I had done. 
‘He would say nothing. He would lead me 
into the armory of our old home where the 
pictures of the Von Weiners would look 
down on us. He would silently walk to his 
gun case and he would pick out a weapon. 
He would lay it on the table 
room. So would I.

Last May Col. Gook'ns left his family in 
Chicago and went to New York in the in- 
terest of a subway plan he had devised as a 

civil engineer. Two days before the deal 
was to have becn consummated, and he was 
to receive more than $200,000 for the plan, 
it is declared, he was stricken with apoplexy 
at the Hotel Navarre, and Dr., Gibbs, the 
house physician, sent to Mrs Gookins, notify- 
ing her of her husband's condition, the tele- 
gram which has resulted in the present liti- 
gation.

This decision of the United States Circuit 
court was handed down on March 18, 1903, 
or within a day or two of. that date.

It was considered unfortunate at that time 
that the principal prosecuting officer of the 
government could be taken away in that 
fashion at a time when it seemed his services 
were peculiarly necessary to ‘perfect an ap- 
‘peal to the Supreme court. 


The resignation was the cause of: wide> 


spread comment at the time, and is recalled 
now. The Northern Securities case was not 
decided by the Supreme court until March 
14, 1904, at which time Mr. Beck had been 
out of the government service by his own 
action for nearly a year. He did not per- 
sonally appear before the Supreme court

President Will Face Obstacles. 


President Roosevelt will meet serious ob- 
stacles in congress in his effort to confer } 
upon the interstate commerce commission 
the right to fix railroad rates. -When the 
message was first. sent, one of the first per- 
sons to come to the front with a bill, which 


‘he asserted would be directly in line with 


the president’s recommendation, was Sena- - 


tor Elkins of West Virginia. Inasmuch. as 
the West Virginia senator was generally un- 
derstood to be a strong railroad man in the | 
senate, much surp 


was expressed that he 
was so ready to help on the good work. Sen- 


ator Elkins is chairman of the interstate 


commerce committee in the senate, and in 
that capacity has it within his power to sup- 
press any bill which may be offered. He 
was personally instrumental in killing the 
Cukom bill two or three years ago, which 
proposed to give the power to the commission 
which is now recommended -by the presi- 
dent. 
In an 1 given out today Senator 
Elkins, after having posed for two or three 
weeks as a believer that there should be 
some .governmental regulation of railroad 
rates, announced. positively that he opposed 
permitting the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to regulate railroad rates. He went 
further, and advocated the creation of a spe- 
cial court, but expressly deprived that court 
of any more power other than that the in- 
terstate commerce commission now has. In 
his interview today Senator Elkins said: 
What we can do is to empower the court 
to declare when the rate is excessive, and in 
that way send the rate back to the railroad 
to be lowered. I do not think we need fear 
that the roads will attempt to evade the 
execution of such instruction in good faith 
by attempting to come back again with an- 
other rate so slightly lower as to result in 
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no benefit. We can depend upon publi¢ opin- 


ion as the power to force them to accept this 
method of regulating rates in good faith. 
If the lower rate they fix is not low enough 
it can again be declared too high and would 
go back to them.” 


Elkins Shows His Hand. 


This is exactly the procedure now fixed by 
law in the case of the interstate commerce 
commission. It can declare rates unreason- 
able, but it cannot fix a reasonable rate. The 
proposition thus made by Senator Elkins is 
diametrically opposed to the recommendation | 
of President Roosevelt, and, inasmuch as he 
is chairman of the interstate commerce com- 
mittee in the senate, the interview given out 
today is taken to mean that he has decided to 
Pigeon hole any and all bills in which an at- 
tempt is made to give to the interstate com- 
merce commission or to any other tribunal 
the absolute right to fix railroad rates. Sen- 
ator Elkins cannot easily be dispossessed 
from his position as chairman of the commit- 
tee. Committees and their chairmen are 
fixed by the senate itself, and not by the pre- 
siding officer. The majority of the interstate 
commerce committee is in. sympathy with 


Senator Elkins, although most of them have | 


thus far avoided an open clash with the pres-

The International Paper company actually 
owns over thirty mills. It sells the product of 
certain other mills which technically are in- 
dependent.

The bill for the admission into the union 
as a state of the corsolidated territories of 
New Mexico and Arizona probably will be- 
come a law before March 4, Prominent men 
in both territories say the people will not 
accept statehood on such terms.

WHERE IT I8 REALLY COLD. 

‘When one learns that four deaths and 
much suffering resulted from the sudden fall 
in the temperature of Tuesday, when the 
lowest point recorded by the thermometer 
was a few degrees above zero, he naturally 
} imagines that the arctic explorer who faces 
the low temperatures of the polar regions 
must be exposed to conditions almost be- 
yond human endurance. Zero weather seems 
comparatively mild when one learns that at 
Werchojansk, Siberia, the temperature was 
—00 degrees on Jan. 15, 1885, and that this 
place, which is the coldest spot in the world, 
frequently undergoes a mean temperature 
during January of 56 degrees below zero. 

But the low temperatures of the polar re- 
gions do not result in such great suffering 

among explorers as one may imagine, A 
temperature of zero, accompanied with high 
humidity aud a fierce gale, may result more 
fatally in the temperate-zone than a tem- 
perature of 50 or 60 degrees below zero 
where the high humidity and wind are ab- 
sent. The arctic explorer does nat fear the 
extreme cold so much as he does the Jong 
period of darkness, the restricted and limited 
diet, and the diseases resulting from insuf- 
ficient nourishment. 

In hia “ Three Years of Arctic Service,” 
Lieut. Greely speaks of the comparative ease 
with which frost bites may be avoided in 
extremely low temperatures by using simple 
and well known precautions. His observa- 
tions on this point would seem to be con- 
firmed by his further statement that during 
two years of unequaled cold and darkness, 
nearly nine months of which time had been 
marked by the total absence of the sun and 
a mean temperature of —34.4 degrees, there 
was not a case of serious frost bite in his 
party. During the winter months of this 
period temperatures between 60 and 70 de-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

ING LEOPOLD has lately received 

two severe setbacks, one from this 

government and the other from 

that-of Italy. As far as the United 

States is concerned, its trouble with 
the Belgian ruler has been in connection 
with the projected Canton-Hankow ratiroad 
concession in China. It was originally ob- 
tained by an Anglo-Anterican syndicate some 
six years ago. Barly last year, however, the 
English members thereof withdrew, and the 
Americans who remained, being anxious to 
find other capitalists to interest themselves 
in the affair, invited Leopold to join them. 
This he did, and, having succeeded in buy- 
ing up 60 per cent. of the total shares of the 
syndicate, secured for himself and his nom- 
inees so preponderant @ role as to virtually 
control the undertaking, from which he en- 
deavored thereupon to eliminate the Amer- 
ican element. 

It the matter in question had been simply 
a commercial venture no ene would have 
raised any serious objections to King Leo- 
pold's clever move. But the railways in 
China constitute an important feature of: 
international. politics, and if the same people 
who possess the control of the railroad from 
Peking to Hankow were to acquire that of 
the line south of Hankow to Cariton it would 
obviously desturb the whole balance of rafl- 
road enterprise in China and completely oust 
America and Great Britain from. The 


Russo-Franco-Belgian. syndicate, which ts 
not precisely friendly to American or Eng- 
lish trade, and naturally the fact came to 
be appreciated at Washington that King 
Leopold's contral of the Hankow-Canton line 
was equivalent ip Its possession by the Rus- 
so-Franco-Bé syndicate above men- 
tioned. 

As soon as this was realised at Washing- 
ton the government announced in the most 
decisive manner that, masmuch as the Can- 
ton-Hankow concession had been obtained 
through the American and English govern- 
ments, as an Anglo-American enterprise, it 
could not permit that the concession thus se- 
cured should ever be anything else than 
either an Anglo-American or else an exclu- 
sively American enterprise. In one word, 
King Leopold has been notified that he is not 
wanted in the affair, and that Uncle Sam will 
not tolerate his possession of the concession. 


— 

The other setback of King Leopold is the 
peremptory order which has been lasted by 
his brother monarch, King Victor Bmman- 
uel, forbidding Italians from accepting ap- 
pointments in the service of the government 
of the Congo Free State, and for the imme- 
diate return to Europe of all those officers of 
the Italian reserve and on half pay who had 
taken service under the African flag of King 
Leopold. 

These commands come from King Victor 
Emmanuel direct. Moved by the stories 
which he received from the Congo he person- 
ally sent as a special envoy the eminent 
Dr. Baccari, who had already achieved dis- 
tinction by numerous official missions in the 
orient, for the purpose of inquiring into the 
condition of affairs in the free state. It has 


ing reports drawn up by Dr. Baccari that 
King Victer Emmanuel has taken the ex- 
traordinary step of publicly branding the 
service of King Leopold in the Congo Free 
state as incompatible with the honor and 
dignity of officers and noncommissioned offi- 
cers of the Italian army. 

Nor have matters been improved by the 
violent scenes which took place between 
Victor Emmanuel's envoy and King Leo- 
pold's governor general at Boma, nor by the 
vigorous and definite charges brought by 
Dr. Baccari against the Congo Free State 
officials, of having attempted to poison him, 
as he declarés they have polsoned others 
who had drawn up repogts against them. 


There has never been much love lost be- 
tween Leopold and Victor Emmanuel since 


throne, visited the court of Brussels for the 
purpose, it is said, of obtaining the hand of 
Princess Clementine of Belgium. The visit 
was nota success. Whether it was that Vic- 
tor Emmanuel did not approve of the prin- 
cess, or whether it was that he did not find 
grace in her eyes, the fact of the matter was 
that he fafled to be treated with proper con- 
sideration or respect, while the local press 
made cruel fun of his diminutive stature. 
When Victor Emmanuel and his queen vis- 
ited the French capital. Leopold went spe- 
clally to Paris to request them to visit his 
court, but met with a refusal, and suffered a 
similar repulse when he asked them later 
on to stay at Brussels on their way back 
from Windsor. The situation was still 


4 further strained when he in turn visited 


Rome incognito, called upon the pope, with 
whom he had a long interview, and in com- 
pllance with the latter's requirements in the 
ease of Roman Catholic sovereigns abso- 
lutely ignored the court of the quirinal, the 
— royal family. and government offi- 


Spectacles such as the one which took 
place last week at Dresden, and at Leipsic, 
in connection with the attempt made by the 
ex-crown princess of Saxony to see her chil- 
dren once more, are not precisely calculated 
to increase the prestige and the dignity of 
royalty, especially in these days when the 
tide of democracy is continuously on the 
rise, and is sapping the base and the founda- 
tions of thrones. If the king and his gov- 
ernment were so firmly determined to deny 
to the ex-crown princess the privilege that 
is accorded by Saxon and by German law to 
every mother, no matter how much she may 
have sinned—namely: of seeing her children 
at least once a year, they should have taken 
steps to prevent her from crossing the fron- 
tier, which could have been done quietly, 
and without scandal. But the idea of permit- 
ting her to come to Dresden, and then to have 
her turned away from the gates of her chil- 
dren's palace—on the eve of Christmas—by a 
subordinate and brutal police officer, who 
barred her way, placed her under arrest, 
and forced her to return to her hotel, was re- 
volting, and cannot but excite disapproval. 


Although Emperor Francis Joseph has 


suspended her temporarily from the enjoy- 
ment cf the rights and prerogatives. as an 
archduchess of Austria and as a princess 
reyal of Hungary, yet she remains both 
the one and the other by birth, and there 
are but few Austrians who will not be 
angered by the treatment to which a member 
of the illustrious and historic house of Haps- 
burg, and a woman at that, has been sub- 
jected by the court of Dresden—one of the 
most ridiculous in all Burope, since the 
narrowness of its views, its pretentiousness, 
and the extraordinary severity of its eti- 
quette carry with them no corresponding 
dignity, and in some instances not even re- 
spectability. 


A number of people in attempting to de- 
fend the attitude of King Frederick Augustus 
argue that he could not be éxpected “ to 
act differently to any ordinary gentle 
man in dedling with his wife, and that, 
therefore, he should not be expected to be- 
come reconciled to her. But this argument 
does not hold good? For there are several 
well known men of title, universally respect- 
ed and of unblemished honor, who, when 
assured of the fact that the elopement and 
misbehavior of their wives were attributa- 
ble to temporary insanity, in one word, that 
the women were not responsible at the time 
for their actions, have not hesitated to take 
them back and to become fully reconciled 
to them. It is admitted that the ex-crown 
princess was mentally deranged at the time 
when she fled with Giron, her condition 
arising from the fact that she was within 
three months of becoming a mother. Under 
the circumstances, it certainly seems unjust 
that she should not even be accorded the 
privilege of seeing her children from time 
to time, which is accorded by German law 
even to the most guilty of wives who have 
no excuse for their wickedness. 

Queen Caroline ef England was a vulgar 
and dissolute woman. Yet nothing that she 
had done brought English royalty to so 
low an ebb and into such disrepute as when 
her husband caused the police to bar her 
entrance into Westminster cathedral at the 
time of his coronation. 

Milan of Servia forfeited every vestige ot 
sympathy and indulgence when he caused 
the police roughly to tear his son, the ill- 
fated King Alexander, then a boy of 7, from 
his mother’s arms, and one of the reasons

NEW THEORY OF BRAIN. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Dec. 28.—[{Spectal.J—A 
new theory of brain development has been 
propounded by Dr. Edward Anthony Spitzska 


of the Assoctation of American Anatomists, 
one of the sections of the science gathering 
now being held at the University of Penn- 
Sylvania. It is, in effect, that the mentality 
is not dependent on the relative proportion of 
white and gray matter so much as upon the 
health of the great bundle of fibers known as 
the corpus callosum, which connect the two 
sides of the brain. 

In announcing his theory Dr. Spitska ex- 
hibited the brains of more than a dosen men 
who had beet? eminent in science, and in each 
case endeavored to show that they bore out 
his assertions. 

The relative importance of the white and 
gray matter in the brain is often miscon- 
strued.“ he said. “ Were it not for the man- 
ifold connections of the nerve cells in the 
cortex with each other as well as with the 
periphery by means of the millions and mil- 
lions of fibers which make up the white mat- 
ter, such a brain would be as useless as a 
multitude of telephone or telegraph stations 
with all interconnecting wires destroyed, 

“The corpus callosum is an index which 
places the brain of man so far over that of 
the brute. When this structure is deficient 
or diseased it is invariably attended by pro- 
found weak mindedness or total idiocy. And 
the examination of the brains of these nota- 
dle men possessing large capacity for doing 
and thinking, shows the converse to be quite 
as true.” 

“The study of criminals by anthropologi- 
cal methods. Dr. Spitzka continued, does 
not necessarily tend to establish a criminal 
type. Many criminals show not a single 
anomaly in their physical or mental makeup, 
while many persons with marked evidences 
of morphological aberration have never ex- 
hibited the criminal tendency. | 

‘Every attempt to prove crime to be due 
to a constitution peculiar only to criminals 
has failed signally. It is because most crimi- 
nals are drawn from the ranks of the low, 
the degraded, the outcast, that investigators 
were ever deceived into attempting to set up 
a type of crimjnals.” 

“The social conditions which foster the 
great majority of crimes are more needful - 
to study and improvement; and by this means 
only will crime become less prevalent.” 


No Land at North Pole. 


Dr. J. W. Spencer lectured on The Im- 
probability of Land in the Vicinity of the 
North Pole.” He said: 

“When Dr. Nansen discovered the deep 

polar basin sharply defined by a continental 
— 300 to 380 miles wide, north of Siberia 
with 4he continuing of Spitzenbergen sit- 
uated in its edge it was proof that no land 
was to be expected rising out of the bagin 
until the continental shelf on the American 
side should be reached. But where is this 
situated? The broad Siberian shelf contin- 
wes even north of Bering straits and there 
are soundings which suggest that we know 
ite general approximate border. 

“ Alaska encroaches upon this shelf ap- 
parently near its border, thus reducing its 
breadth to probably fifty miles. Al ot these 
features prove that the archipelago of high 
mountains is only a dissected plateau, now 
sunken, and with drowned islands between 
the islands, which valleys incise the conti- 
nental shelf in such a manner as to indicate 
that the shelf Hself cannot extend far be- 
yond the oyter Hne of the known island,”

Trans mutation of Elements. 


On the transmutation of elements Prof. 
Wilder D. Bancroft said in part: The fact 
that we have never observed any transmuta- 
tion of the elements does not prove that none 
has taken place. We had been making dia- 
monds artificially for years, even for cen- 
turies, but nobody thought looking for 
8 m cast iron until after Molssan made 

his experiments a few years ago. 

“If we accept Lockyer’s conclusions as to 
the state of things in the sun then we could 
undoubtedly break up many of the elements 
if we could hold them long enough at 6,000. 
One difficulty is to get the temperature, and. 
of course, We must be cautious about conclu- 
sions based on simplified spectra. 

“ Many peopie have thought that radium 
was to be the agent which was to change all 
the elements, but the recent work of Ruther- 
ford seems to put an end to this idea. If 
radio-active lead, tellurlum, and bismuth 
are merely these elements, plus the radium 
emanation of one of its decomposition prod-

New York harbor, said: 

“From a comparison of coast survey 
charts and other maps less authentic it is 
demonstrated that the enormous sand bank 
covering the mouth of Jamaica bay and con- 
taining some 66,000,000 cubie- yards is moving 
steadily west upon the bar at the average 
rate of about 260 feet a year. This rate will 
become rapid as the deptha become less.
